Gossip About Enterprise Which Made 
This Section Think Some- 


COMPANY DOES QUEER THINGS 


Move Office Furniture; Claim They 
Will Rcturix in February, 


The new Milwaukee, GalesburgK& 
Southern railway has excited consid­ 
erable interest in this vicinity through 
its proposition to build a line from 
Milwaukee, througn Galesburg, 
to 
Louisiana, Mo., to connect with the 
Chicago & Alton. The heal offices 
were located in Galesburg and Gales­ 
burg people were heavy investers in 
the enterprise. The townspeople are 
somewhat excited over the mysterious 
achon of the company this week in 
selling its office furniture and quietly 
departing from tbe city. The Gales­ 
burg Republican-Register speaks of 
the situation thus: 
"All th a t Galesburg people want is 
the proof th a t the enterprise is abso­ 
lutely genuine, and th at investm ent 
in it is secure. 
Tbe gentlemen who 
have been here and who from here 
have gone to other cities and towns bo 
make propositions should 
remember 
certain facts. 
They came here as 
strangers. 
No 
one knew anything 
about their financial standing 
or 
their responsibility. 
They gave 
no 
references, so far as we can learn, to 
leading banking bouses of New York 
or great capitalists, who would stand 
sponsor for them. 
“Again the company has never been 
incorporated in Illinois and has never 
had legal existence in this state. To 
have purchased bonds on a road in 
Illinois might have intolV&d some 
risk. Again, the promoters gave out 
that nothing would be asked of Gales- 
buag or other cities and towns. 
It 
represented that means for building 
the line were already accumulated. 
The 
company was going {to ask 
nothing hut good will. 
The bonds 
had been sold to eastern underwriters 
It was vouchsafed that much of the 
right of way bad already been ac­ 
quired. 
"The next information was th a t tbe 
promoters were asking of the cities 
and towns along the line, right-of-way, 
depot grounds and bond subscriptions. 
I t looked as if rival cities were being 
played against 
one another. 
The 
cities of Galesburg and Monmouth 
were, for instance, balanced against 
each other. The line was to be di­ 
verted to Macomb and absorb a short 
road there. 
Rock Island even was 
visited, Avon and other points south 
were called up. Sterling, Morrison, 
Geneseo, Woodhull and other places 
to the north were visited. So far as 
could be learned a bond subscription 
and a very large right-of-way were 
demanded as a condition. A t An­ 
dover work was to be begun when 
$50,000 cash for bonds was placed in 
a bank there at the disposal of the 
promoters for construction purposes. 
The places complained th at the bond 
condition and the length of the right- 
of-way were more than could be fur- 
n is bed. 
"Now the promoters of Milwau 
kee, Galesburg & Southern have an­ 
nounced th a t they are to hold a m eet­ 
ing in New York City and th at they 
will be back in Feb/uary. I t is hoped 
th a t this will prove tru e .”

beam s beneath him, while tlie most 
daring trap eze p erform er never ven­ 
tures on rop es which hav e not been 
thoroughly tested and rarely w ithout a 
ner beneath him. 
But the rigger know s 
110 such safety 
in his sup p ort. 
The fact th a t his serv ­ 
ices are required aloft means, of course, 
that tire com p licated rigging is faulty. 
The m usts or sp ars may be rotten to 
the breaking p oint, the rop es may p art 
a t any in sta n t 
It is just this uncer­ 
tainty’ which renders the rigger's life 
extra hazardous. H e m ust m ount with 
the agility of a cat and work quickly 
in a netw ork of rigging which may 
p art at any instant. 
It would lie dif­ 
ferent if he could even choose his own 
tim e and w eather, but the rush insep ­ 
arable from such work allows him no 
choice. 
Rain or snow or ice greatly 
increases the danger by rendering the 
sp urs or rop es treacherous to the band 
and foot. 
Then, again, when the work 
gjes forw ard by night the blinding 
rays of the searchlight to u m an deli- i 
cutely balanced on icy rop es m ake it ! 
extrem ely difficult to judge distances j 
and p ositions. 
The m ost exp erienced sailor, no mat- ■ 
ter how much at home he m ay feel in , 
the rigging in any w eather, will often 
balk at the work of the rigger. 
The i 
sailor is a t least reasonably sure of tho 
j 
strength of his rigging if his ship be i 
seaw orthy. 
Then, again, if a sailor J 
slip s or falls the rolling of his ship is ( 
likely to throw him ov erboard into the 
w ater, where his fall is p artly broken. 
It is different w ith the rigger, who if 
he falls m ust come down ou the bare 
boards. 
The ship rigger m ust, besides, 
often work with the m asts and sp ars 
p ractically denuded of their rigging 
w ithout the safety which a full rigged 
ship lends to an exp erienced sailor. 
The wages of the skilled ship rigger 
may seem high in com p arison with 
those of the ordinary sailer or even a 
ship ’s officer. 
Considering the ueci- 
dents which ev ery rigger m eets in his 
daily life, the work is of course one 
for which no am ount of money can 
really com p ensate. A first class rigger 
commonly receives $ 1 for a d ay ’s work. 
For all extra tim e the rate is double. 
Much of the work is of course done 
under 
the usual 
p ressure of time. 
When an accident occurs to a m er­ 
chant ship , for exam p le, which is due 
p erhap s with a p erishable cargo at 
some d istan t p ort, every hour econo­ 
mized in m aking rep airs counts against 
serious loss. A great p art of the work 
of rigging is therefore done at night, 
the gangs of riggers relieving one an 
other continuously until the ship is 
again ready for sea. 
The ship rigger whose exp erience or 
skill does not enable him to do the 
most im p ortant work earns from $ 3 
to $ 3.50 a day. with the sam e agree­ 
m ent for overtime. 
During the busy 
season in the great seap ort tow ns tt 
in not uncommon for the riggers to 
work continuously for from fourteen 
to sixteen hours a day. As a result it 
1» not unusual for them to receive for 
m onths a t a tim e as much as $ 50 a 
week. 
In nearly all great seap ort towns, 
notably In New York city, the riggers 
are strongly organized. Their union Is 
p robably Die oldest of its kind In tho 
world. Not only Wave they p luyed an 
Im p ortant p a rt throughout the history 
of Am erican ship p ing, but their guild 
was an effective one in Loudon when' 


the ship s were rigged which sailed 
against the Sp anish arm ada. The laws 
which govern the riggers iu America 
today had their origin iu this ancient 
guild. A revolution lias occurred m ean­ 
while la the ship p ing of the world by 
the introduction of steam and the use 
of iron and steel in ship building, but 
the dangers of the ship rigger’s life, 
like the dem and for his services, hav e 
somehow rem ained unchanged. So you 
may hear the riggers talk today much 
the sam e as they did tw o centuries 
since—of the benefit societies which 
sup p ort them when they lie injured, or 
the p rem ium s of the lodges which bury 
them and care for their fam ilies when 
they are killed. 
A curious thing about the accidents 
to riggers, as any one on the w ater 
front of our seap orts who knows will 
tell you, is th at the m ost dangerous ac­ 
cidents sp ectacularly are seldom very 
serious. 
Any old salt or idler who 
haunts the docks will lie found full of 
m arvelous stories of such hairbreadth 
escap es. 
In San Francisco a sailor re­ 
cently w as drop p ed uearly a hundred 
feet by the p arting of a rotten sp ar. 1 
As he fell, ap p arently to certain death, 
he struck a rop e, which caused him to 
turn two com p lete som ersaults iu his 
descent and landed him on a p ile of 
loose sails, which considerably broke 
his fall. 
W hile every one stood aghast 
he p icked him self up nimbly, shook 
him self aud p roceeded to clim b back to 
his original p osition. 
A nother rigger in falling from a 
height which threatened instant death 
struck against a slack rop e by great 
good luck, which broke his fall and 
sw ung him against a m ast. 
Instinc­ 
tiv ely he clutched Its sm ooth sides and 
slid quite unhurt to the deck below. 
There is a rigger in New York today, 
well known along the docks in South 
street, who lost alm ost his entire scalp 
in an accident a few years ago, A ro t­ 
ten sp ar falling from a considerable 
height struck him fairly on the head, 
scrap ing the skin clean from the skull, 
but w ithout breaking the bones. 
t 
To become an exi>ert rigger, qualified 
to sup erintend as well as execute th e , 
work, the man m ust undergo a long . 
and exacting ap p renticeship . 
He m ust 1 
begin his ap p renticeship w ith at least t 
tw o years of actual serv ice before th e 
m ast; he m ust learn to know the ship 
to the last detail of her rigging. 
Be­ 
fore he can be trusted w ith the more 
technical p roblem s of his trade the ap ­ 
p rentice m ust p ass to the draw ing 
board, w here he learns the theory of 
ship building and ship rigging. 
This 
training is sup p lem ented In turn by a 
course in some ship yard. Before a rig ­ 
ger undertakes to rep air a ship , for In­ 
stance. he m ust know the nam e and 
use of every rop e, m ust be able to 
m easure 
distance 
accurately 
at 
a 
glance and thereafter calculate to a 
nicety just w hat a ship needs. 
To all 
this lie m ust of course bring skill to 
execute the theoretical side of his train ­ 
ing, w ith the courage to be gained only 
by actual life at sea.—New York H er­ 
ald.
